aid of the viticultur.il interest generally. 
For each of these, and for others, a labor­ 
atory will be needed, fitted in a manner to 
render the work thorough. 
Xo laboratory 
for the purpose can he established short .of 
an expenditure of from $5,000 to £8,000 
for each. 
Then, too, 
special chemists 
i.wst be employed, and this will augment 
the cost. 
Now, instead of having three or 
lour separate laboratories and three or four 
salaried chemists, it appears to us th at the 
work c-an l e accomplished at the State 
University. At th at point all these needed 
scientific researches can lie host conducted. 
There the State already lias a sufficient 
laboratory, which would need hut slight 
reinforcement for the purposes named. 
At 
the U niversity is a ^im potent salaried 
chemist who will only need to he styled the 
State Analyst. 
Thus there will he no 
new offices created, no new salaries estab­ 
lished, ii" money laid out for laboratories, 
and no dissipation of energy or division of 
labor. 
As a pure m atter of economy, the 
proposition must commend itself. 
But 
above this consideration is this other, th at 
the State U niversity is the proper place 
for the conduct of these examinations. 
It 
will add to the value of th e scientific 
course for the students, and will give the 
results an authoritative character sjiecial 
chemists cannot im part. 
Let the law au­ 
thorize the Board of H ealth, State M iner­ 
alogist ami Y hicultunil Association to call 
tipou the University to make all necessary 
chemical analyses, and all needed assays: 
let the chemist at the U niversity 1"' created 
State Analyst, and w ith the force about 
him and the Faculty to aid him, and suelt 
small financial aid as the State may find 
necessary for additional apparatus and 
materials, we shall have better and more 
im partial result- than are possible to be 
attained by a num ber of special agents. In 
entomology onB will it be impossible to 
send to the University, since that insti­ 
tution is not yet supplied with an ento­ 
mologist, a chair for which, by the way, in 
the interest of horticulture, viticulture and 
agriculture, should be provided and filled 
by the very highe-t -kill the State can ob­ 
tain.

D uring G overnor S tanford’s travels in 
E urope he m et m any em in en t m en an d saw 
m an y things o f m ore th a n passing interest. 
To a Call reporter yesterday, h e related a 
chat he h ad w ith th e S u ltan o f T urkey, and 
described the precious jew els cherished by 
the fam ily o f th a t ruler. 
F ollow ing is the 
account o f a n in terestin g ch ap ter in Gov­ 
ernor S tanford’s n m iniscences of his trav­ 
els abroad, as it fell from his ow n lips : 
D uring o u r ten days’ sojourn in Con­ 
stantinople. in Ja n u a ry of last year, Mrs. 
S tanfoni and 1 m anaged to see p retty m uch 
everything th a t was w orth seeing; a fact 
th a t w as greatly due to th e courtesy of 
G eneral W allace, th e L n ited States M inis­ 
ter at th a t Capital. 
F o r exam ple. Mrs. 
.Stanford was a guest in several of th e m ost 
aristocratic liarem s. w hile sh e and 1 were 
accorded the som ew hat unusual privilege o f 
inspecting the crow n jew els.

tiiat m y wife w as not favorably im pressed 
w ith th e m atrim onial condition of T u rk ish 
wom en, for she found th a t even those of 
the highest ra n k had been so persistently 
treat d as overgrow n children, th at th eir 
tho u g h ts anti actions were o f a decidedly 
infantile tu rn . 
T hey play w ith pet anim als 
as the little girls in th is co u n try d o w ith 
th eir dolls, are in d o len t in m anner, and. as 
a r ile slovenly in d re ss; although m ak in g 
a b rillian t outw ard show w hen visitors are 
expected. 
T h eir u tte r seclusion from th e 
world is pitiable to th in k of, and m ust 
nauim iiv d w arf th eir in te lle cts: w hile tin ir 
enf<treed laziness o f c< n trsetends to develop 
selfishness and obesity. 
" M any o f th eir faces arc pretty, b ut they 
are rarely m arked w ith th e intelligence 
th a t is born, as a rule, of experience an d 
observation. 
T he chief wife in th e seraglio 
of th e late Sultan is treated w ith profound 
respect by the-few w ho com e in contact 
w ith her, h ut she told M rs. Stanford th a t 
she had not been outside o f th e h arem 
w alls for tw elve years past. 
Can you 
im agine an A m erican w om an, rich in 
pow er, h ealth an d m oney, w ho w ould vol­ 
un tarily su b m it to such absolute stagna­ 
tion'.*
